Recently a woman contacted this office. 
after she was involved in an automobile ac- 
cident. Her car (Vepicte 1) was struck on 
the driver's side when another driver (Vehi- 
cle 2) ran a stop sign. The driver of Vehicle 
1 sustained leg and. back injuries which 
later necessitated surgery on the back for 
a herniated disc. 

The woman driving-Vehicle 1 never fully 
recovered. She was unable to continue 
working at her job because it required lif- 
ting heavy boxes. She could not lift more 
than 20 pounds after the surgery, and her 
employer was forced to terminate her. In 
addition, the injured woman’s medical bills 
totaled more than $15,000.00. 

The real problem in this caSe was that 
the driver of Vehicle 2 has instrance with 
liability poticy limits of only 
$15,000/$30,000. This meant that the in- 
jured driver could not recover more than 
$15,000 from the insurance company of the 
driver at fault. This sum would not even 
cover the injured party’s medical bills. The 
‘question arose as to whether the injured 
person could pursue the driver of Vehicle 2 
personally for monies over and above the 
$15,000 limit.

if.a jury In a case such as this awarded 
the plaintiff an amount over and above the 
policy limits, the plaintiff certainly has a 
right to attempt to callect this from the. 
defendant. The injured party may have dif- 
ficulty, however, collecting a large amount 
from an individual. The party at fault in a 
case such as this is often unable to satisfy 
a judgment out of his personal assets. tr 
addition, many defendants who -find 
themselves in this situation often fite 
bankruptcy’ to avoid payment of any 
amount awarded over the policy limits. 

‘A majority of injured people in this type 
of case imply accept the policy limits 
from the other driver’s company as settle- 
ment in full for their injuries. They often 
realize the futility of pursuing the driver at 
fault-_personally_ for recovery over and 
above the policy limits. The plaintiff, 
however, may have the option of pursuing 
underinsured coverage under his own

Pontoon’s TIF could cause 
less service or higher taxes 


To the editor: 


Within the last 18 months, the Village 
of Pontoon Beach, has undertaken to 
consider and adopt various tax incre- 
ment finance (TIF) district proposals. 

At this point, three different propos- 
als have been put forth: Chouteau 

__/Trace No. 1, Chouteau Trace No. 2, and 
Timber Lake. Each of these proposals 
calls for new tax revenues generated by 
real estate taxes within the TIF areas 
to be used to finance the development 
of infrastructure such as streets and 
utilities; and to pay other development 
costs of the proposed projects. 

The taxing bodies, including the 
Mitchell Fire Protection District, which

would be called upon to render public 

services to the areas; as they do now, 

would not receive the additional tax 

revenues which their tax levies would 

fronts from the developments within 
ie project areas. 

Instead, the tax revenues would be 
applied to pay the bonds which would 
be used to finance the.payment of the 
development costs. 

Generally, the term of the bonds is in 
excess. of 20. years. During the 20-year 
period, the fire protection district, 
along with othér public governmental 
entities serving these areas, would be 
required to provide services but would 
not be receiving tax revenues greater 
than those now received. 

Although while the Mitchell Fire Pro- 
tection District’is supportive of efforts 


to bring development to the areas in © 


question, the proliferation of TIF pro- 
posals will have the effect of substan- 
tially ‘increasing the service burden on 
the fire protection district, without any 
corresponding revenue increase to pay 
for the increased services. 

Because the proposals continue to 
grow in number, the Mitchell Fire Pro-. 
tection District must“ take the position 
that the fire protection district should 
not be compelled to absorb the addi- 
tional responsibility for protecting the 
TIF project areas without some corre- 
sponding increase in its revenues to 
provide the higher level of services. 

For example, in Chouteau Trace No. 
1, the fire district generates approxi- 
mately ‘$40 per year from the area 
encompassed by the district. This area 
is one of ‘low services because it is not 
developed and does not impose a signif- 
icant service burden on the fire district.

Chouteau Trace No. 1 calls for the 
development of 100 multi-family apart- 
ments, a 100-room hotel, a 200,000 
square foot floor retail center, six high- 
way service units and 57 duplexes. It 
projects an assessed valuation of 
$8,746,246. 

Were it not for the TIF program, the 
fire protection district could receive 
approximately $32,000 in tax revenues 
from the proposed development. Under 
the TIF ees however, the fire dis- 
trict will continue to receive onl; 
per year. At the same time, the 
opment, if it occurs, will place a signifi 
cantly higher burden on the fire district 
to render services within the TIF area. 


Similarly, the Chouteau Trace devel- 
opment ‘could generate new tax reve- 
nues of approximately $30,000 per year 
and the Timber Lake development 
$8,800 per year, based on the figures 
contained in the proposals and: the most 
recent tax rate-for the fire protection 
district. Under the TIF program, how- 
ever, these revenues will not go to the 
fire protection district but will be used 
to pay development costs.

In the case of .each of the proposed 
developments, because of increases i 
the population and use intensity thi 
the area, it is anticipated there will De 
significantly greater dernands placed on 
the fire protection district for services. 

The proliferation of TIF proposals 
and projects compels the district to 
inform the public that these projects, 
should they come to fruition, will likely 
increase the burden on the remaining 
portions of the district to provide the 
necessary level of services for the-TIF 
areas. 


While the Village of Pontoon Beach, 
through its present mayor, has 
expressed a willingness to work with 
the fire protection district to alleviate 
these financial burdens on the district, 
there is no assurance that subsequent 
administrations will have the same atti- 
tude or that the village will have the 
capacity to render such assistance to 
the fire protection district. 

Nothing in the current TIF proposals 
for any of the three projects calls for 
any sort of assistance to the fire protec- 
tian district for tax revenues devoted to 
the TIF program. 

The Mitchell Fire Protection District 
makes this statement concerning the 
proposed TIF projects sponsored by 
Pontoon Beach in order that «persons 
living ‘within the fire protection district 
and paying taxes may understand that 
it may become necessary for them to 
pay higher taxes in order to maintain 
the level of fire services within the dis- 
trict.or, alternatively, it may be neces- 
sary for services to’be reduced as a 
result of the increased burdens placed 
on the fire protection district without a 
corresponding increase in tax revenues.

I have been doing what you advise so often: 
making extra payments regularly to my mort- 
gage principal. 

I have enclosed a clipping of an investment 
column where the writer says that accelerating 
these payments is ‘“‘OK, but not great.’’ It makes, 
me wonder if these exira payments wouldn’t be 
better off in the bank. 


wer: Several readers sent me copies of the 
column. While I don’t personally know the 
gentleman who writes it, I do know that he has a 
good reputation for financial advice 7 
A lot of people share his view that accelerating 
the payoff of a mortgage looks a lot better on 
paper than it does in reality. His example: a 
30-year, $80,000 mortgage at 9 percent calling for} 
360 monthly payments of $643.70 for a total of 
$231,731. By cutting it to 15 years, adding $167.71 
to the monthly payments, you save $85,677 on 
your $80,000 mortgage. cS. 
He then reduces the saving, however, 
assuming a 28 percent tax bracket and pel 
cent inflation rate. The $85,577 savings shrinks to 
$12,374. fore 
I cannot quarrel with his math any more than 
I could with the people who used to.chide me for 
advocating an accelerated mortgage payoff when, 
you could invest that additional monthly payment 
in a good mutual fund yielding 8 percent a year’ 
and gaining in value another 15 percent a year, 
But why is it that I haven’t heard anything from 
these people since last October when the Dow. 
Jones Industrial Average plunged 508 points and

The, United States dollar is 
finally making a_ recovery. 
Between 1985 and 1987 the dollar 
took a big plunge. Most foreign 
seurrencies rode the wave up as 
‘the dollar almost disappeared 
tfrom sight. 


: The dollar erosion caused a 
tremendous increase in exports 
of Ameriedn products. At the 
same time, imports slowed sig- 
‘nificantly. The value of foreign 
‘currencies were great-and pur- 
‘chasing power could buy much 
tmore from the United States 
‘than at dny time in the last 10 
tyears. 

’ Now that the dollar is 
“Strengthening again there are 
only a few areas in the world 
‘that seem to be experiencing 
‘strong. growth. With the excep- 
“tion of Great Britain, the other 
‘European countries show stag- 
‘nated growth. The big winner as 


progress continues is “the Pacific 
Basin area of the world, Japan, 
South Korea, Taiwan and Hong 
Kong to name the biggies. 

When you consider the United 
States economic index is grow- 
ing at the rate of 3 percent and 
that Japan is growing at a rate 
of 13 persent it is easy to see 
why e Pacific Basin area is 
growing so quickly. 

Industry is booming through- 
out the Pacific Rim Region. One 
of the main reasons is that 
employment costs and pay are 
very low. Probably the lowest in 
the world. Production is good 
and so a good product’ can be 
purchased at a relatively inex- 
pensive cost. 

Last year, bond prices were 
very strong in the Pacific Basin

“PLL: The Papers on Language and Literature, a respected 


international literary journal, 


has-been: published for 23 


years by Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville. 


SIVE quarterly journal’s 
following international 


‘What began as a literary. jour, 
nal that was to be the official 
rman of the Midwest Modern 

ge Association, published 

uthern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville; has grown to 
an international quarterly in. its 
23 years. 

“Papers on Language and Lit- 
erature’’ (PLL) has flourished 
under the Bidens of Alvin Sul- 
livan, professor of English lan- 
guage and literature at SIUE. 

He recently scored a coup for 
the journal by obtaining first 


rights to print a short story by 


William ’Styron. 

Sullivan said permission was 

ranted by Styron, who still 

olds the copyright. 

“Blankenship,” which Sullivan 
said will-be used by scholars to 
compare Styron’s later NOEKS, 
had heretofore never been pub- 
lished. A Pultizer-Prize winner, 
Seon probably is best remem- 

‘ered for his novels, The Confes- 
sions of Nat Turner and Sophie’s 
Choice. 

The PLL publishes 450. pages 
of literary criticism annually 
with 164 subscribers outside the 
United States and 836 in this 
¢ountry.. Subscribers live as far 
away as Africa and Australia; 
readers study PLL throughout 
Europe and there’s even one 
subscription mailed to Turkey. 

“During its first year,’’ Sulli- 
van said, “PLL was known as 
‘Papers on English Language 
and Literature’ but was changed 
to the present title. 

“The first editor was the late 
Nicholas Joost, an SIUE profes- 
sor of English, and the quarterly 
was originally designed and laid 
out by University Graphics.’’ 

Since 1967,, PLL hasbecome 
solely a university publication 
and is no longer connected with 


the Midwest Language Associa- 


tion. 

“We publish essays of literary 
criticism of all periods; from 

ie to time, we have special 

ues in an attempt to target 
4groups_who don't know ‘about 
PLL Sullivan said. 

Sullivan attributed PLL’s suc- 

cess to its appeal to libraries. 

“We're very specialized, stick- 
ing, to criticism, but in our field 
we're very general, govering 
many topics. One way to judge 
the worth of a literary journal is 
by the number of times it has 
been excerpted in anthologies of 
criticism or how many times 
pieces have been reprinted in 
other publications,” he said. 

“About one-third of the pieces 
printed in PLL now appear else- 
where. That’s a pretty good 
return-rate.”” 

Although PLL is. still a 
respected literary journal, Sulli- 
van said-the number of submis- 


sions from essayists has 
decreased from 500 each year to 
250 annually. 

“The academic world, at least 
the humanities, is_ shrinking. 
Meanwhile, the number of 7 
nals has expanded, which dilutes 
the market,'’ he said, adding 
submissions come mostly from 
authors in the East and Mid- 
west. 

“If you were to put litera’ 
journals in classes of high, mi 
dle and low, | we'd be in the 
high-middle,’’ Sullivan -said. 
“We're in that category because 
of our longevity and our. careful 
editing; we rewrite as mich as 
possible so the prose will be 
understandable. 

“We try not to be faddish,” he 
said, ‘‘and we try to put literary 
criticism in a context of past lit- 
erature.” 

The Styron issue (Fall 1987) 
happened by accident, Sullivan 
said. 


“There was a conference on 
Styron.in the southeast and I 
was in contact with Jackson 
Bryer, Styron bibliographer at 
the University of Maryland, who 
was to attend,” Sullivan said. “‘I 
told him if he found an interest- 
ing paper on Styron, ‘we might 
publish it. He only found one at 
the conference.’’ 

They began to collaborate and 
explore the idea of devoti: an 
entire issue to Styron, and Sulli- 
van_persuaded Bryer and Melvin 
J. Friedman, Bryer’s co-author, 
to serve as guest editors of the 
issue. Bryer contacted Jim West, 
a professor at Pennsylvania 
State University and Styron’s 
official biographer and friend. 

-Through their efforts, Styron 
gave permission to publish the 
short story. 

“As far as I know, this is the 
only time he (Styron) has ever 
let an academic magazine pub- 
lish his fiction,’’ said Sullivan, 
who believes this indicates 
“some recognition of the value 
of the journal.’’ 

“Blankenship’’ was begun in 
1949, pat. aside while Styron com- 
pleted his first novel, and then 
resumed ‘in 1953 during the 
author’s honeymoon to Italy. 

Styron referred to the piece as 
the “unpublished beginning of a 
short novel.”’ It formed part of a 
collection of papers deposited in 
the Library of Cong ross, -cata- ~
